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Summary of the War News 


By the Associated Press. 

EAR-GUARD actions are being fought by the Germans north of 

R Chateau-Thierry. These probably were organized to delay the 

relentless pursuit by the French and Americans, who on Sunday 
morning passed through Chateau-Thierry and advanced northeast of 
that corner stone of German conquest. 

The reaction of the Germans is said to have been marked be- 
tween Grisoles and Bezu-St. Germain, twq villages north-northwest and 
north of Chateau-Thierry at distances of approximately seven and four 
miles respectively. Along the four-mile line between Grisolles and 
Bezu-St. Germaine, German attacks were broken and the allied line 
was maintained throughout. 

North of the Ourcq River and between the Marne and Rheims 
the reaction of the enemy was limited to artillery fire. 

South of Soissons the Americans are reported to have advanced a 
mile and a quarter; in the Oureq Valley the allies are steadily pound- 

ing their way toward Nanteuil-Notre Dame, and southwest of Rheims 

there seems to be an indication that the allies have initiated a new 

' drive for the purpose of outflanking the Germans between Marfaux and 
Chatillon. 

If this movement develops, the allies’ ‘‘nut cracker’’ will be in full 

motion. Between the known allied front south of Soissons and the town 

of Bouilly, southwest of Rheims, there is a gap of about 24 miles. This

STATE INCOME TAX RETURNS 


Assessor Estimates That of 20,000 
Persons Here Making $3000 or 
More Only One-Fourth 

Have Filed Return. 
Assessor Wolibrinck has set Aug. 
5 as the last day on which State in- 
come tax returns may be made by 


Louis. The penalty for falivure toe 
make returns by that time will be a 
400 per cent increase in the tax 
Thus far returns on $355,000 of 
taxable incomes have been rade 
‘here, and of this amount $55 009 
represents individual tncomes. The 
assessor estimates that of 20,009 per- 
‘sons earning $3000 or more a year 
only one-fourth have made returns, 
and of 10,000 corporations only one- 
half have made returns. 

If returns are made by all, he saya, 
approximately $400,000 tax will be 
collected in St. Louls. This will cover 
only the returns on incomes for the

become effective until July 1 of that 
_~year. 

The original date for the filing of 
returns was March 1 last, but the 
operation of the law was suspended 
by a suit brought by the Ludlow- 
Saylor Wire Co. at the instance of 
the Chamber of Commerce to enjoin 
the collection of the tax.

HINDENBURG AND BELGIUM. 

Field Marshal von Hindenburg may be ill, in- 
sane or dead, as has been variously reported 
several times of late, but the fact in itself, what: 
ever it may be, will have little influence upon 
conditions in Germany until the military situa- 
tion changes. The terrorism for which he has 
stood has not died and it is not yet incapacitated. 

Autocracy has been pleased to make an idol of 
Hindenburg because, more than any other of its 
commanders, his name is associated with vic- 
tory, and further, because that victory was 
gained on German soil. Territory has been oc 
cupied by Germany on both eastern and western 
fronts, in the one case largely by intrigue and in 
the other by bad faith unparalleled in modern 
times, but at Tannenberg, in 1914, in a fight in 
the open, Hindenburg won a great defensive 
battle against the Russians at their best, and so 
became a hero whose exploits have had to cover 
nearly four years of failure in other directions. 

So long as the military party at great head- 
quarters and the Junkers in the Reichstag are 
able to make the German people believe that 
there is justice and glory in their conquest of

Stage Clothes as Famous Ac- 
tresses Wear Them Discussed 
—Gowns Must Be Studiously 
Mad2 to Fit Part One ls 
Playing-——Nazimova as Ex- 
ample. 


HEN asked to write this arti- 

cle on dressing for the 

Stage, I said: “I really don’t 

see how I can advise anyone on how 

to dress for the stage—they gener- 

‘ally seem to wear whatever the law 

allows——or less. I came to this con- 

clusion after seeing several of the 
musical comedies this spring.” 

Of course, too, one’s costuming 
for the stage is more or less (fre- 
quently less) controlled by the part 
one is playing. For instance, you 
can't imagine Kitty Gordon playing 
the part of Sunbonnet Sue, dressed 
in a gingham apron. She might 
play the part exceedingly well, but 
she wouldn’t be apt to be chosen for 
it, because we always picture her a 
decidedly different type. She dresses 
beautifully and can always be count- 
ed on for something particularly 
new and smart. Her clothes would 
not be suitable for the young debu- 
tante—they are always extreme— 
very French—and bespeak the 
“woman of the world.” Low cut 
backs she is famous for, and when 
one sees her back, one can’t blame 
her. 

Nazimova I consider the best ex- 
ample of a woman who has studied 
her type and dresses it correctly. 
You can’t imagine her in anything 
but those long, ‘‘slinky’’ dresses with 
exceptionally tight sleeves and queer 
cut backs. She has a lovely figure, 
which is brought out and made the 
most of by her straight, severe 
snakelike fitting gowns. Since she 
has bobbed her hair she looks even 
nrore eccentric and interesting. She 
is a type—a very individual type— 
and she has studied to make her 
clothes bring out this individuality 
rather than hide it. 


NOTHER actress that knows 
A well what becomes her is Bil- 
lie Burke. Can anyone pic- 
ture Billie Burke in anything but 
bow-knots, rosebuds and dainty lit- 
tle ruffles of lace?
